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Dear Friends,

The progress we made this session was remarkable.
Among our many accomplishments, we enhanced
Missouri’s job climate, reformed workers’ compensation
laws, sent a responsible budget to the governor and put
more money toward education.

What made it easier to advance so much priority
legislation so quickly were term limits, which voters
approved a little more than a decade ago. Legislators
elected to the General Assembly after November of 1992 can serve a maximum of eight
years in the Missouri House and eight years in the Missouri Senate. By the time the 2004
elections came around, 24 senators were termed out. Some of these retired senators had
been in office for decades.

Term limits allow a steady influx of fresh leaders to serve you. A cap on the number
of years lawmakers can serve puts new lawmakers with crisp outlooks into leadership
positions within the Legislature.

When voters approved term limits, they knew what they were doing. They wanted
leadership that reflects their beliefs and values. They wanted progress, and as this news-

letter will show, there was plenty of it. Thank you for allowing me to serve you.

In June I was named Legislator of the Year by Missouri’s
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United States. This award
recognizes lawmakers for their legislative efforts in the name of
the brave men and women who risk their lives for this country.

[ am very appreciative for being chosen for such a distinct
recognition. But my efforts are nothing compared to those of
the thousands of selfless men and women who defend the
freedom of this great nation every day. Those are the efforts worth
recognizing, and that is why I proudly represent them in Jefferson
City.

This past session, I crafted a resolution exempting
veterans’ organizations from property taxes. Senate Joint
Resolution 19 sailed through the Senate, but the House ran
out of time to consider it before the session ended.

Veterans’ organizations have earned the right to be exempted
from paying property taxes. I will continue working to get this

measure, along with other legislation that is beneficial to the veterans of Missouri, passed so our noble
veterans’ organizations are fairly treated and our brave soldiers are justly served.

More Money for All Our School Districts

We rewrote the public school “foundation formula” to give more education money to every
child in Missouri public schools. We will phase in an annual increase of $800 million over the

next seven years.

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Senator Ridgeway Promotes Jobs

Lawsuit Reform Bill
Excessive jury awards
in civil suits of such cases
as medical malpractice,
wrongful death and
product liability cause
insurance premiums to
rise. Costly insurance
premiums force jobs and doctors to move out of state.
With this legislation, we can achieve a better balance
between culpability and financial responsibility in
Missouri’s civil litigation system, also known as tort law.

The new law :

B Aims to prevent “lotto”-style jury awards by
placing a $350,000 cap on damages not actually
incurred by the plaintiff, but preserves the ability of
injured litigants to recover all actual damages.

B Prohibits “venue shopping,” a practice in which
trials are moved away from where the actual injury
occurred to jurisdictions known for awarding
plaintiffs with extremely generous amounts.

B Changes the law so that defendants only have
to pay for the percentage of damage they are
responsible for causing, unless the defendant is more
than 51 percent at fault for the injury and other
defendants are insolvent.

With the new liability threshold at 51 percent, we are
closer to a proportionate distribution of liability for
the defendant and justice for the plaintiff.

Workers’ Compensation Reform Bill

Missouri enacted its workers’ compensation law in
1925 to provide medical treatment and compensation
to workers who were injured while on the job and to
shield employers from being hit with expensive and
unpredictable lawsuits by injured workers. We have
revised Missouri’s workers’ compensation laws to lower
insurance premiums for in-state businesses to help keep
jobs in Missouri.

The new law :

B Prevents lawyers’ “get-rich quick” schemes by
limiting the amount they can collect from injured
workers.

B Requires that work be the “prevailing factor” in
the injury for the worker to receive compensation.

B Does not compensate for injuries incurred while
the worker is legally drunk.

Budget Facts

The $19.2-billion budget we sent to the governor includes money
collected from federal and state taxes. The budget includes:

A $113-million increase for the education foundation

formula.

Full funding of the First Steps program for 8,000

developmentally disabled infants and toddlers.
$13.8 million for the state’s veterans’ homes.

An $11.5-million increase for child care for low-income

working parents.

A wage increase for home and community-based workers
who provide services for the elderly and adults with

disabilities.

Opver the years, what started out as a “minnow-sized” portion of our state budget turned into a killer whale
swallowing up an ever-increasing share of Missouri’s budget. There were only two choices: Raise taxes or put welfare
on a diet.
